fore Judge Grubb, of Texas, in the 
ITn5ted States district court. 
r.ach of the five defendants accused 
of running the corner entered a plea 
of nolo contend re and was fined $4000. 
Tills was satisfactory to the govern­ 
ment and defendants alike. 
The case, which was one of the m ost 
celebrated under the Sherman anti­ 
trust law, has been iii the courts for 
three years. The original defendants 
were James A. Patten, former “wheat 
king;" Robert M. Thompson, of New 
York;

Brown, of New Orleans, and Morris 
Rothschild, of Woodville, Mass. 
The plea of no contention had been 
agreed upon between the attorneys of 
tile accused and the United States a t­ 
torney. 
Patten alone pleaded guilty 
last February and was fined $4000. 
The 
United States district attor­ 
ney’s office was represented in court 
by Assistant District Attorney Culler, 
and with him was former Assistant! 
Distr!/1 \ttorney Dorr, who preset ut-! 
♦*d the case during the past adminis­ 
tration. Former Senator Spooner, who 
represented Scales, Brown and Hayne, 
practically appealed for mercy for the 
defendants al the hands of the court.
